EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-18 and 25-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claims 1-12, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an x-ray tube 
component comprising a first power metal component comprised of a material that is 
substantially non-transmissive to x-rays mixed with a second powder metal component to form a 
predetermined component shape as claimed. 

With regard to claims 13-18 and 25-28, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an x- 
ray generating apparatus comprising an integral housing, wherein at least a portion of the integral 
housing is formed of a mixture of power metal components that together limit the amount of x- 
rays passing through the portion of the integral housing to a predetermined level as claimed.

With regard to claims 29-40, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an x-ray tube 
component comprising a first powder metal component and a second powder metal component 
mixed together to form the x-ray tube component, the second powder metal component 
comprising a material that is substantially non-transmissive with respect to x-rays as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, filed 04 December 2003, with respect to claims 1-18 and 25-40 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. Accordingly, the rejection of claims 1-18 and 25- 
40 has been withdrawn. 

Applicants argue that Hatanaka et al failed to teach or fairly suggest the use of two or 
more metal powders. Upon careful reconsideration, the examiner agrees with the applicants that 
the combined teachings of Noji and Hatanaka et al failed to teach the claimed invention. 
Although Hatanaka et al disclosed several transition metal powders (column 3, lines 30-47), 
Hatanaka et al failed to teach the use or two or more metal powders as evidenced by their 
characterization of their invention (column 2, lines 12-13). Furthermore, although Hatanaka et 
al disclosed the use of a platinum catalyst (column 2, lines 14-15), Hatanaka et al failed to 
teach that it is in a form of a metal powder. Accordingly, the rejection of claims 1-18 and 25-40 
has been withdrawn.
